[Glades Beef Cattle Industry Is Believ 
Inevitable lf Farmers: Are To Prosper

Three Cóws to Acre 

Experiments conducted at the 
Everglades Experiment station 
during the past seven years show, 
an acre of pasture in the Gládes 
will carry -an average of three 
cows, two during the winter 
months and up to five in the sum- 
mer. On the average Florida 
range, 20 acres are necessary to 
pasture one cow"while one animal 
requires 40 acres of range in 
Texas. This means that one acre 
of Everglades pasture-is equal to 
60 acres of average Florida range 
and 120 acres in Texés. 

Roaming the range in,search of 
feed hardens the muscles of cat- 
te, resulting in tough beef. Ani- 
mals pastured within a limited 
area, as can be done in the Gládes, 

* not thus affected and conse- 
quently produce tender beef. Meat 
from animals fattened at the 

verglades Experiment Station is 
sald by experts to compare favor- 
ably in "quality with the best 
grades ot westérn beef. 

Another importánt advantage 
claimed for the Everglades area 
ís the high food value of the 
grasses grown on the muck soil. 
Laboratory tests made at the ex- 
periment statión show -it to-be 
equal to legumes produced on min- 
eral/soils. The protein content of 
Everglides grasses runs as high 
as.1440 per cent, compared with 
7.79 per cent for the same varie- 
ties grown on mineral soils, 

Station is Benefit 

Everglades beef producers are 
fortunate in having the benefits 
of the experiments carried on at 
the station in the caré, as well as 
the feeding of cattle in that area. 
Means'have been found of over- 
coming pfactically all ofthe dis- 
eascs that are likely to affect beef 
animals there and all the infor- 
mation gleaned by R. W. Kidder, 
animal husbandman for the ex- 


periment station, are at the dis-' 


posal of farmers who desire to use 
it. 

The matter of marketing their 
beef is one item that offers no 
worries for the Everglades pro- 
dücer. With Florida importing 
from 50 to 75 per cent of the beef 
it-consumes annually, overproduc- 
tion is not expected to become an 
immediate problem at any time 
in the near future.

PORT SHOWS DROP 
IN ITS TONNAGE 


A decrease in the amount of| 
tonnage, including goods from 
the Everglades region, moved 
through the Port of Palm Beach 
during the past year was called 
to thé attention of the port com- 
mission by Chairman L. R. Bishop 
at its regnlar meeting last week 
in Palm Beach. He suggested 
tpat immediate consideration be 
given tó. means of stimulating 
shipmentà through the port. 

With the 1938 tonnage showing | B 
a decrease for the first time in 
about 10 years, Mr. Bishop said 
there is danger that the govern- 
ment may abandon the pòrt as a 
federal project, leaving the cost 
of annual maintenance to be borne 
by the üjistrict. 

The 'tommission took'no im- 
mediate action but indicated the 
matter will be considered later. 

Everglades agricultura? pro- 
ducts have not been shipped, toi 
amy great amount, from the Palm| 
Beách port. This is partially due 
to the lack of convenient trans- 
portation facilitles to the coast 
and due to additional handling 
made necessary by water ship- 
ment. P 

Completion of a proposed wa- 
terway from Lake Okeechobee to 
the coast would greatly intensify 
water shipping activities in the 
movement of local vegetable pro- 
duce.
